The mechanics involved in the deletion of a subject's name 
from the SI continue to be the same as described in referenced 
memorandum of December.

In August, 1966, there was an increase in pending active patters 
in the field in classifications 65, 100, and 105 from 19,505 to 19,649.

SYNOPSIS : 

Each month we follow, the field closely on t&e status of security 
work by analyzing the backlog of pending active cases and delinquency in 
espionage, internal security, security matter, foreign intelligence and 
racial matters cases in classifications 65, 100, 105 and 157. Status of 
these cases as of September 30, 1966, is set forth below. 

In September, 1966, there was a decrease in pending active matters 
in the field in classifications 65, 100, and 105 from 19,649 to 19,045. 
Delinquency matters increased from 1,024 to 1,198. The percentage of 
delinquent matters increased from 5.2 per cent to 6.3 per cent. 

\ "During the same month, pending active matters in the 157 

'classification remained the same at 5,115 while delinquent matters decreasec 

from 353 to 342. The field-wide delinquency in this classification 

decreased from 6.9 per cent to 6.7 per cent.

DETAILS: 



The September, 1966, administrative reports for all offices 
indicate that the total pending active matters in classification 65, 100, 
and 105 decreased from 19,649 to 19,045. Delinquent items increased from 
5.2 per cent to 6.3 per cent. These same reports disclose that in the 157 
classification total pending active matters remained the same at 5,115; 
delinquency decreased from 353 to 342; and the percentage of delinquency 
decreased from 6.9 per cent to 6.7 per cent. 

The following statistics show the status of pending active 
matters in delinquency for all field divisions for the last six months.

and 157. Status of these cases as of October 31, 1966, is set forth below. 

In October, 1966, there was an increase in pending active; 
matters in the field in classifications 65, 100, and 105 from 19,045 
to 19,675. Delinquency matters remained the same at 1,198. The;/- 
percentage of delinquent matters decreased from 6.3 per cent to 6.1

During* the same month, pending active matters in the^L57 
classification increased from 5,115 to 5,217 while delinquent matters 
decreased from 342 to 328. The field-wide delinquency in this 
classification decreased from 6.7 per cent to 6.3 per cent. 

Letters are being sent to the offices indicated by asterisks 
on pages 4 and 5 herein, commenting on their delinquency and pointing 
out the necessity for bringing their cases in these classifications 
to a current status.

The October, 1966, administrative reports for all offices 
indicate that the total pending active matters in classifications 65, 
100, and 105 increased from 19,045 to 19,675. Delinquent items 
remained the same at 1,198. The percentage of delinquent items 
decreased from 6.3 per cent to 6.1 per cent. These same reports disclose 
that in the 157 classification total pending active matters increased 
from 5,115 to 5,217; delinquency decreased from 342 to 328; and the 
percentage of delinquency decreased from 6.7 per cent to 6.3 per cent. 

The following statistics show the status of pending active 
matters in delinquency for all field divisions for the last six months.

1* Origin 

Presidential Directives, the initial one being 
issued in September, 1939, and since repeated on several 
occasions. These Directives charge the Bureau with the 
responsibility for investigation of individuals in the 
internal security field. It is the collecting agency of the 
entire executive branch for subversive information and has 
the responsibility of seeing that such information is 
distributed to those Government agencies having a 
legitimate interest therein. 

2i Purpose 

The identification and investigation Oi iriuiviuufiia 
who, because of affiliation with subversive organizations, 
©ay present a potential threat to the internal security in 
the event* of an emergency and the development of evidence 
of violations of Federal statutes on the part of these 
individuals. If, during the course of a security investi- 
gation, it is determined that a subject does pose a potential 
threat to the internal security, he is scheduled for appre- 
hension under the Emergency Detention Program by the inclusion 
of his name in the Security Index.

We presently have included in the Security Index 
names of 9,939 (as of October 14, 1966) individuals.; Each 
Security Index case is thoroughly re-evaluated at least once 
annually at the Bureau and in the field to insure that the 
cases are sound in every respect should it be necessary to 
invoke the Emergency Detention Program. If it is found 
that the subject's activities no longer justify the retention 
of his name in the Security Index, immediate steps are taken 
to insure that his name is removed' therefrom. . 

RESERVE INDEX: 

* In June, 1960, the then Communist Index, maintained 
only in the field, was renamed the Reserve Index and a 
program of bringing the cases of individuals whose names were 
included therein up to date was instituted. We broke the 
Reserve Index into Section A and Section B. Section A 
contains a list of individuals who should receive priority 
consideration from the standpoint of investigation, interro- 
gation or other action following implementation of the 
Emergency Detention Program. Section A cards are maintained 
at the Seat of Government and in the field. These cases 
are reviewed on an annual basis and brought up to date. 
We presently have included in Section A of the Reserve Index 
the names of 1,830 individuals. Section B cards are main- 
tained only in the field.

Security reports are disseminated to numerous 
interested agencies throughout the executive branch of 
the Government. By far the vast majority of such reports 
received are disseminated outside the Bureau. The 
responsibility of such dissemination necessitates careful 
and thorough evaluation of each report to assure that It 
Is absolutely accurate both in form and content. In April, 
1964. ve initiated a program of dissemination of letterhead 
memorandum in all Security Index cases to Secret Service in 
connection with its responsibilities for Presidential 
protection. Initial dissemination was accomplished by 
early June, 1964, and as names of individuals are added to 
the Security Index appropriate letterhead memoranda are 
_,w.*- c ^ to Secret Service. In addition, «e keep Secret 
Service advised of changes in the status or tnese 
individuals on a continuing basis. 

We are continuing to receive a heavy volume of 
requests from various departments of the executive branch 
of* the Government for the availability of witnesses 
appearing in reports previously disseminated for appearance 
at hearings being conducted by such agencies as the 
Department of Defense and United States Coast Guard in 
efforts to remove subversives from access to classified 
data and/or restricted areas. .

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FRAUD AGAINST THE GOVERNMENT AND OTHER VIOLATIONS ARISING 
OPT OF SECURITY INVESTIGATIONS * 

One of the principal violations has been violation 
of the Fraud Against the Government Statute arising primarily 
from a subject's failure to list membership in a subversive 
organization when executing such documents as personnel 
security questionnaires. We have averaged opening 6 cases 
per month in this category during the past year and these 
cases are handled on one desk for uniformity. The principal 
difficulty in connection with these cases has been the 
developing of witnesses other than current active valuable 
informants who can testify to a subject § s membership in the 
prescribed organization.
